Bishop's keynote for school year 


Education is heart of Christian vocation 


BISHOP LEO T. MAHER, ina message at the 
start of the school year, said he has three special 
concerns this year — communication, the 
Christian vocation of the people and optimism in 
our faith. 

The message was delivered this week on 
behalf of the bishop to meetings of school prin- 
cipals by Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, diocesan 
chancellor. Bishop Maher is recuperating from 
surgery. 

Full text of the bishop’s statement follows: 

I REGRET MY inability to convey personally 
to you today my best wishes for the success of the 
new academic year and to thank you for your 
dedicated service to the parishes, the schools 
and the children in the past. Your efforts to build 
_the faith community are essential to our pastoral 
mission. They also provide our civic contribution 
to the nation’s welfare. 

This year. we face many difficulties but my 
sincerest hope is that with your superintendent 
and school coordinators you can turn these into 
opportunities to provide new and _ better 
education for our youth. Specifically, I refer to 
the often spoken of, but rather elusive ‘“‘master 
planning”’ of which I have been a long-standing 
advocate. 

About your work this year I have several] 
concerns. First, I am concerned about genuine 
communication which so expresses conviction, 


competence and commitment as to command 
the attention of all. We are learners as well as 
teachers. 


OUR EDUCATIONAL programs must be so 
developed as to secure the effective participation 
of pastors and parents as well as teachers and 
students. Our handbooks should clearly show the 
expectations you have for all who participate in 
our schools. Do not be timid; nor be deaf to the 
God-given truth of each person. 


Secondly, I look anxiously for that education 
which meets the demands of the Christian 
vocation of our people. Without healthy, sound 
and complete courses in Christian doctrine and 
discipline, this vocation cannot be developed. We 
have the opportunity to provide a complete, a 
total education. Do not lose this uniqueness. 


Thirdly, in your work continue to be en- 
couraging, warm — and optimistic. 
Discouragement is an evil, consuming the heart 
of our nation as well as of our Church. If our faith 
is so imperceptive that we fail to see the good- 
ness of love which abounds, then we have lost the 
faith of Jesus, the very foundation of our 
tradition. 


FINALLY, AS YOU work and enjoy your rich ~ 
companionship today, pray for me. We need 
each other’s support and you do know that I am 
in great need of yours. God bless you.

Julia Schilling, council member largely 
responsible for the advertisement. It 


stresses the school’s Christian orientation, 


special reading classes, certificated faculty, 
organized athletics and bus service. 

The school opens Sept. 11 with about 220 
children, 60 fewer that its 280 capacity, said 
Sister Rosemary. Blessed Sacrament, 
staffed by the Immaculate- Heart’ Com- 
munity, has six religious and four lay 
teachers.

“In recent days a new effort is being put forth by individ- 
uals purporting to have personal revelations from God. No 
credence should be given to these claims unless and until

“J THEREFORE ADVISE that no financial support be 
given to the persons soliciting funds for the so-called ‘Hill

He has a gifted tongue 


Mea culpa. I must confess that my interest in the 
spirituality of a talk got the better of my professional 
pencil and I stopped to listen, without making notes. 
Archbishop Timothy Manning was speaking, in St. 
Patrick’s Church in San Diego, on the priesthood, for 
the benefit of newly ordained Father James Clifford, 
OSA. 

These were precious pearls indeed, certainly one of 
the finest expositions of the holy and chaste state of 
the priesthood I have ever heard. The archbishop, 
quietly, thoughtfully, spoke about the call to the priest, 
his relationship with his bishop, celibacy, sacrifice 
and modern ‘desacralization’ of the priesthood. 

Referring to the call there has to be to the 


‘priesthood, he said ‘‘God reaches out to select.’’ The 


ed 


Impressive 
simplicity 


selection process runs through the home background, 
the school and the circumstances of life that destiny 
brings to the potential priest. 

Then comes the time that the community presents 
him to the bishop and says, in effect, we would like this 
man to be our priest. The bishop calls him, and he 
responds: ‘‘I am ready and willing.”’ 


Daily crucifixion 


Archbishop Manning reflected on the priest’s 
particular and difficult place ‘‘in this age of sensuous 


freedom’’ when chastity and celibacy are discounted — 


by so many people. Celibacy is integral to the 
priesthood, said our metropolitan, and priests are 
crucified on it. ‘‘Unless we are going to accept that we 
have to be crucified with Christ, then we have no 
business being a priest. ’”’ It is a daily acceptance of 
crucifixion. 

Quietly, with impressive simplicity, he spoke of the 
priest’s relationship with Christ as an infatuation — a 
love affair — and ‘“‘I want to shout it all over God’s 
world.’? 


The archbishop touched on the desacralization of the 
priesthood, the deemphasis on clerical dress and 
related things. Priests, he insisted, should not be “‘like 
anyone else,” but should always be men apart. If not, 
they would be indicating they are ‘‘less holy than 
Christ — and become like hired sacristans.’’ A priest 
should not be less holy, less prayerful, less ‘apart’ 
than Christ. 

But one aspect of the changing Church the arch- 
bishop said he is happy to see is the return to the 
charism of service. ‘‘The priest approaches his people 
on his knees — so that he cannot help but look up to 
them.’’ This, surely, was a great priest speaking, 


Pray for priests 


Finally he had a word for the laity. If priests are 
leaving the ministry or vocations are not forthcoming, 
he said, it is because “they have not been prayed 
for enough” by the people they serve. 


Thus, St. Patrick’s has provided two precious 
moments in homilies in recent months. The other 
occasion was its 50th anniversary Mass on April 16 
when Bishop Maher was absolutely inspired as he 
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spoke on all it meant to be aCatholic community for 50 
years in a growing city. 

The Congress of the Word of God in Washington DC 
this week has been fortunate indeed to have as two of 
the homilists, Archbishop Manning, and our’ own 
former auxiliary, Bishop John R. Quinn, whose 
homiletic prowess is renowned here. 


Cross crosses border 


That crucifix which moved from the Immaculata 
wall to the Italian Catholic Federation convention, via 
Holy Cross Cemetery, is now destined to be a shrine on 
the new highway which will cover the length of Baja 
California. 

Mrs. Ruth Buller tells me that it has reached Father 
Gabriel Chiodi, FSCJ, at the mission almost exactly 
halfway between Tijuana and La Paz. If ever the high- 
way is built — and hope springs eternal — the halfway 
250 mile mark might be that graphic crucifix. 


Ready to condemn 


This has been saved till later, but it could have 
followed the item on Archbishop Manning. A man at 
the St. Patrick’s ordination caught me outside the 
church and said: ‘I. hope the Southern Cross gives 
four-star billing to what the archbishop said about the 
priesthood.”’ I was about to concede the point when he 
added: ‘‘It will show some of the these crazy modern 
theologians what it’s all about.” 


What a pity his comment had to be directed, with 
some venom, at others. Strange how we are always so 
ready to teach others a lesson, instead of learning it 
ourselves. By all means, praise when there is 
something to praise and condemn when there is 
something to condemn. But let’s ensure we do both. 


No address — No reply 


If only people would always remember to put their 
address on letters. I have on my desk four recent 
letters from people who demand — and I repeat 
demand — certain action, but do not give me the 
courtesy of their home address. 


Such letters can only be ignored, because in these 


days of new style postal cancellations, we cannot even 
trace back through a postmark. 

We also don’t like receiving letters from people who 
threaten they will not pay for the paper because they 
disagree with its views — and then have not the 
courage to give us their name and address so that we 
can cancel. Anonymous courage is a fairly plentiful 
commodity around here. 


Olympic tragedy 

The Palestinian terrorist assault on the Israeli 
living quarters in Munich’s Olympic Village, and its 
terribly tragic consequences, was a reminder ofthe 
bitterness produced by man’s hatred of his fellow 
man. It is also an extension of the politics which 


have been allowed to creep gradually into Olympic — 


affairs. 

Most of us hate to some degree every day of our 
lives — when we allow love to leave our relation- 
ships with each other. That athletes of Jewish de- 
scent should be the victims of such a crime is es- 
pecially tragic in the light of all the Germans have 
tried to do to ease the burden of the last time the 
Olympics were held in Germany — 36 years ago 
when the Nazi concentration camps were operating, 
already filled with Jews.

Precious words 


About 1,000 priests and bishops in Washington 
this week have attended the Congress of the 
Word of God to study the homily at Mass. 

The homily is that precious time each week for 
most of us when the Church teaches directly. 
Of all the hours we watch television, work at 
our allotted task, sleep, eat and _ follow 
recreational pursuits, this short ten minutes 
comes as the moment of truth. 

Yet, how many of us ‘“‘turn off’’ and black out the 
words! Or settle to an interlude of polite 
boredom? 

At the homily we have just heard the Word of 
God and for a few minutes we are meant to 
listen to, we hope, an inspired interpretation 
by the priest or deacon. 

Cardinal Villot, speaking for the Vatican, told 
the Washington congress that every homilist 
“ought to know well those who listen to him, so 
that he will be able to address himself to their 
anxieties, their doubts, their questions, their 

-needs.”’ And he must be preaching ‘‘from deep 
conviction, serious learning and loving 
compassion.”’ 

The congregation should listen with loving 
compassion, too, in a real desire to find further 
insight into their faith.

We have been blessed by a free, unmerited, gift, or as 
stated by the Council of Jerusalem, ‘‘Our belief is rather that 
we are saved by the favor of the Lord Jesus.’’ (Acts 15:11) St. 
John makes it even clearer, ‘‘Love, then, consists in this: not 
that we have loved God, but that he has loved us.”’ (1 John 
4:10) St. Paul says, ‘‘It is owing to his favor that salvation is 
yours.’’ (Ephesians 2:8) 

Grace, or favor, is like the radiance of a generous heart. 
The flavor of this is partly captured in the story of Ruth: 
Because of a famine Naomi, her husband and two sons leave 
Bethelehem for Moab where the two sons marry Moabite 
women, one of whom is Ruth. After the men of the family 
have died Naomi returns to Judah. Naomi convinces one of 
the daughters -in-law to return to Moab but Ruth answers: 
“Do not ask me to abandon . . . you! for wherever you go I 
will go... your people shall be my people, and your God my 
God... May the Lord do so and so to me, and more besides, if 
aught but death separates me from you!”’ (1:16+) 

Notice now this-graciousness blooms in the conversation 
between Boaz and Ruth: ‘‘Casting herself prostrate upon the 
ground, she said to him, ‘Why should I, a foreigner, be 
favored with your notice?’ Boaz ansered her, ‘I have had a 
complete account of what you have done for your mother-in- 
law after your husband’s death . . . May you receive a full 
reward from the Lord... under whose wings you have come 
for refuge.’ ’’ (2:10+) 

Christ told his Apostles, ‘‘The gift you have received, give 
as a gift.’’ (Matthew 10:8) This attitude can, in fact, flavor 
the whole life of a Christian, for Jesus promised: ‘‘Give, and 
it shall be given to you. Good measure pressed down, shakes 
together, running over, will they pour into the fold of your 
garment. For the measure you measure with will be 
measured back to you.”

Can you just sit? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking... about the need, in these 


clamorous times, for a period of quiet, - 


a therapy of silence. 


No one who has ever arrived late at a 
successful cocktail party would harbor 
any doubts on the value or the beauty of 
silence! Nor, for that matter, would 
many parents of musically inclined 
teenagers. 


But there is another clamor, a kind of 
mental and spiritual restlessness, a 
fretting and compulsive activity. There 
is an old anecdote about a Negro 
centenarian who, when asked how he 
filled his days at his advanced age, 
replied: ‘‘Well, sometimes I sits and 
thinks, and sometimes I just sits.” 


THE TROUBLE WITH far too many 
of us, is that we have never mastered 
the art of ‘“‘just sitting’? — to savor the 
silence of our minds — to feel the inner 
stillness of our souls. 


‘“‘We have to learn that silence is 
golden,” Father Ladislaus Boros, the 
noted Hungarian theologian says, ‘‘that 
it is not empty but a genuine and full 
form of life. And there is more, out- 
ward silence is not enough. 


“We have to learn the practice of 
inward silence: quiet dwelling on a 
serious question, an important task, 
thinking about someone with whom we 
are concerned.” 


IN THESE QUIET moments of 
reflection, our world falls into per- 
spective. Matters which seemed. of 
such great moment find their true 
proportion, problems which our own 
tensions intensified become, if not 
soluble, at least less formidable. We 
learn patience and calm. 


For a Christian, an understanding of 
the character of silence is really im- 
portant, for it is in silence that we meet 
God. When God speaks, it is always a 
kind of silence. 


He answers our prayers in silence 
and we discover his answer in our own 
silence. God’s communication with us 
’ presupposes a willingness on our part

to stop and listen — to harken to what 
his silence compels us to hear. To look 
into our rested hearts and see what his 
stillness moves into our inner vision. 


“WE ATTAIN TO the innermost 
depths of Christian existence not when 
we speak, but when we are silent. When 
we recollect, inner space opens up and 
the holy presence of God reveals 
himself within.’’ Father Boros affirms. 
‘‘We have to learn this stillness.”’ 


In a way, this means giving up all 
that we consider of importance to us. 
Someone writing on the many forms of 
idolatry advised one way to discover 
what idols we are worshipping. See 
what gets in the way of your prayer! 


Everyone complains about 
distractions in prayer, but what kind of 
distractions? If there is a recurrent 
theme, a kind of obsessive raking over 
of grievances, a dwelling on vanities, a 
preoccupation with some particular 
project or line of work — there’s your 
idol. 


AT ONE TIME in my youth, my 
personal idol was ‘‘writing.’’ 
Everything which happened to me was 
mentally recorded, with minute detail, 
in third person narrative style. A cycle 
ride home from school could fill a 
chapter in a book, carefully gram- 
matical, punctuated, proofread and 
corrected. 


Alone, my silence was noisy with 
rephrasing and anxious searching for 
the precisely suitable word. I wrote 
volumes without putting pen to paper. 


My mental prayers’ were carefully 
edited specimens of polished syntax for 
the edification of God — in short, my 
mind was seldom still. When finally 
God impelled me to silence, I was 
bewildered at the freedom and sense of 
release it brought. 


IT DOES NOT come easily. It must 
be learned. But an external quiet may 
lead to the growth of that internal 
stillness. 


Sometimes we might sit and think, 
then sometimes, just sit!

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Talking Point 
When in confession, 


what about the 
‘risk-taking’ sins? 


By Michael Newman 


“BLESS ME FATHER, for I have sinned. I 
have been in the habit of driving fast, and oc- 
casionally I have overtaken on a blind bend in 
the road, risking collision.”’ 

Strange confession? How many of us are 
prepared to confess these offenses to a priest. 
Yet in this age when some ‘‘mortal’’ sins of the 
past have been downgraded by theologians, 
there is a growing voice of opinion which in- 
dicates we pay too little attention to the real sins 
of the present. 

Cardinal Francois Marty, archbishop of Paris, 
bluntly declared in a pastoral message this 
summer that any automobile driver who places 
himself in such a situation “‘that he is in danger 
of losing control of his vehicle’ can be guilty of 
committing ‘‘a grave fault in the sight of God.”’ 

THE CARDINAL WAS telling French 
Catholics — who like most other people in 
France, appear to others to drive recklessly fast 


behavior, approximating to slow suicide. So says 
Dr. Joel Fort, San Diego crusader against all 
risk-taking behavior and author of The Pleasure 
Seekers. He links drug abuse with smoking, 
drinking, driving. 

“Any use of a product which measurably 
impairs health is abuse,’’ he says. ‘‘No drug is 
necessary for human. life,’’ and any drug in his 
opinion could be the cause of death or disability. 
Among his list of ‘“‘hard’’ drugs you find alcohol 
and_ tobacco. 

ON THE QUESTION of risk behavior on the 
road, Cardinal Marty cited five categories of 
drivers who, he said, place themselves in 
situations which can be considered “‘grave’’ 
from the moral point of view: 


— Drivers who overtake and pass cars 
“without having a clear view of the road ahead.”’ 


— Drivers who drink alcohol ‘“‘knowing they 
are going to drive.’’ 

— Drivers who are aware of their nervous 
exhaustion but who continue on the road for 
many long hours without stopping for rest. 

— Drivers who are always driving at top 

= Speeds. 

— Driver-owners who do not take proper care 
of their automobiles. 

THE CARDINAL commented: “‘I believe that 
any Christian who fails in these classifications is 
breaking faith and communion with him who is 
creator and the master of his life.’ 

Statistics for the United States show. that 
drivers in half the auto accidents have been 
drinking, which makes alcohol a factor in the 
deaths of 28,000 Americans in traffic accidents 
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working, over-eating, lack of exercise and living 
in smog to the other manifestations. 


It is not original, but Dr. Fort observes that 
God gave us intestines and other bodily systems 
designed to handle food and drink. ‘“‘But if he had 
intended us tosmoke, surely he would have put a 
chimney in our head,”’ notes the doctor. 


Where once the Church appeared more con- 
cerned with what were called “‘sins of the flesh,” 
are we to expect a change from sex-related to 
risk-related sins, or at least some study of the 
latter? Can we, in truth, abuse our bodies in any 
way without being guilty of fault in the sight of 
God? 

CULTURAL ATTITUDES on _ smoking, 
drinking and driving have undoubtedly brought to 
them an aura of acceptance which is not ac- 
corded to other, less widespread risks. It is 
socially acceptable to smoke, to drink and own a 
vehicle far more powerful than anyone in his 
right senses could ever use fully: More than that, 
we are encouraged to indulge thesé habits by the 
clever and seductive appeals of an advertising 
industry which trades on our foibles. 


According to the ads we are not living the full 
life unless we smoke and drink the right brands. 
And we are certainly imperfect — even un- 
American — with the wrong auto. Women, 
particularly, are receiving massive attention 
from cigarette advertisers. 


The risks involved in the behavior associated . 
with smoking, drinking and driving are not yet 
pulpit planks and are somewhat downgraded as 
being in the ‘‘crank’”’ category. But only because 
our society is ‘‘sold’’ so heavily on them by 
propaganda. 


— that the car is not a plaything, but a killer. It is 


~meant ‘‘to serve men, not to destroy them,’’ he 


said. 

Is it too extreme to consider another modern 
“‘sin” — where the risk involved is serious — the 
act of smoking cigarettes? 

Now that it is proved beyond reasonable 
scientific doubt that lung cancer, emphysema, 
heart trouble and other mortal ailments can 
directly result from cigarette smoking, is there 
not a behavior pattern which could be regarded 
as seriously sinful? 

IS IT, FOR INSTANCE, a greater sin to 
become intoxicated on one evening and poison 


_ the body with alcohol, than to smoke heavily that 


same evening and poison the body with the 
chemical killers in tobacco? Yet we are 
prepared to confess drunkenness. 

Cigarette’ smoking is_ self- destructive 


each year. Several studies show that half the 
Americans who commit homicide were drinking 
before the crime. As Dr. Fort puts it “More. 
people are addicted to alcohol than all the other 
drugs put together.” 


Criticizing the “‘institutional pollution’? which 
makes smoking and drinking acceptable, but 
which tries to outlaw marijuana and other drugs, 
the physician-author says we have to rebuild our 
society so that it offers better values — values of 
morality, ethics and ideals instead of. the 
‘dehumanizing mediocrity’’ of today’s Madison 
Avenue standards. 


RISK-TAKING behavior is the subject of wide 
study among many health authorities. Inter- 
agency councils are being formed to coordinate 
propaganda against the related abuses of drugs, 
smoking, drinking, diet and health in general. 
Dr. Fort would include jay-walking, over- 


PARENTS, EDUCATORS, lay and religious, 
have to ask themselves whether they are setting 
the right example by smoking or drinking when 
it is known that these habits are ‘‘risk-taking.”’ 


The teacher or parent who would never use 
profanity for fear of giving a bad example, may 
not stop to think vhat example he may give by 
smoking or referring favorably to fast driving or 
alcohol. 

Would they smoke marijuana in front of their

by example. What example do adults show with 
their alcohol, tobacco, sleeping pills, aspirin and 
the whole pharmaceutical range which so often 
fills the bathroom cupboard? 

THERE IS A WHOLE new spectrum of moral 
standards in the examination. of risk-taking 
behavior. Maybe we will see the confession lines 
lengthen again. 


Question: 

What is the procedure for the Church 
to investigate such “miraculous” 
happenings as the “weeping” pilgrim 
statue of Our Lady of Fatima when it 
was in New Orleans? Are there any 
statistics available as to the number 
of these events that are actually con- 
firmed and credited? — 


The Church, wise Mother that she is, 
almost never endorses a religious ‘‘pheno- 
menon.” Official or semi-official approval 
has been given historically to the visions 
and messages of St. Margaret Mary Alcoque, 
St. Bernadette of Lourdes, and the appari- 
tions at Fatima. 


The usual stance of the Church in the face 
of “miracles” is a negative one — she is 


careful and quick to point out any’ thing that 
may be contrary to Scripture and tradition. 


In this regard, one is reminded of the 
thoughtful statement contained in the clas- 


sic Imitation of Christ by Thomas a Kampis, 
lamenting the fact that people scurry hither 
and yon for spectacular miracles and spe- 
cial shrines, forgetting that in the nearest 
church the Lord Himself is present in the 
tabernacle. 

No one is forced to believe in any appari- 
tions or miracles if he does not want to. 


Question: 
We don’t hear so much about novenas 
nowadays, except in some parishes 
where they still have a Novena of Per- 
petual Adoration. How did novenas 
come about and what has happened 
to them? 


It was the custom among the Greeks and 
Romans to have a nine-day period of mourn- 
ing following a death in the family, and it 
would seem that the early Church adopted 
the practice — but with a Christian 
theology. The novena, as we know it today, 


began in France and Spain where nine days 
of prayer were set aside immediately before 
Christmas in order to commemorate the nine 
months of Christ in Mary’s womb. 


The idea of nine-days prayer became 
widespread and quite popular, but it was 
not until the nineteenth century that the 
Church officially recommended this prac- 
tice by attaching indulgences to it. The 
revised (1968) Enchiridion of Indulgences 
states: 

“A partial indulgence is granted to the 
faithful who devoutly take part in the pious 
exercises of a public novena before the 
feast of Christmas or Pentecost or the 
Immaculate Conception of the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary.” (No.34) 

This does not mean that other novena 
devotions should be discontinued. Not.only 
are they doctrinally sound, but they 
emphasize two qualities of all good prayer: 
perseverance and constancy.

CREDIT UNIONS have 
shown that the idea of the 
“brotherhood of man can be 
applied very successfully in 
the day-to-day economic life 
of modern man,’’ the late 
Cardinal Richard Cushing of 


_ Boston once said. 


“As such they merit the 
support of all who believe in 
the dignity of man and the 
Fatherhood of God.”’ 


Only four of the 160 
parishes in the diocese have 
a credit union. But they have 
more than $1 million in total 
assets and have given 
credence’ to 
Cushing’s idea of economic 
brotherhood. 


ST. JOHN’S parish ‘credit 
union, .Encinitas, is the 
largest — with $584,529 in 
assets and more than 860 
members, and the only one 
with a state charter. 


The other three — all 
chartered by the federal 
government — are St. 


Kieran’s, El Cajon, with 
more than $232,000 assets 
and 456 members; Holy 
Trinity, also El Cajon, 
$188,690 and 500, and St. Rose 
of Lima, Chula Vista, $86,329 
and 362. ‘ 


St. John’s is the only credit 
union shared by another 
parish. Started in 1955 for St. 
John’s parishioners, it ex- 
tended membership in 1968 
to St. James parish, Solana 
Beach. 


A CREDIT union for two 
parishes is unusual and 
permitted legally because. 
they adjoin each other, 
according to Charles E. 
Finch, consultant with the 


_ California Credit Union 


League, which helps but does 
not regulate unions. 


Edward Moore, treasurer 
of St. John’s union, ex- 
plained, ‘‘Although we use 
the two parishes as our 
common bond for mem- 
bership, the bond is the only 


relationship with the church. - 


Our pastors, members in 
their own right, at no time 
have access to credit union 
records. 


“Our credit union is 
operated for and by the 
members: Volunteer of- 
ficials elected from and by 
the members govern the 
operation and establish the 
policies.”

A CREDIT union is simply 
a ‘group of people with 
common interests who agree 
to save money together and 
lend it to each other when 
needed.’’

Three basic rules applied 
to the first credit union in 
this country — started in 
New Hampshire, in 1909 — 
and they apply today.

HILLSON AT St. Rose of 
Lima pointed out that since 
his union was started in 1958 
“‘we’ve made 797° loans

“What happened was that 
a borrower died before the 
loan was paid up, but since 
the loan was covered by 
insurance there was really 
no loss to the shareholders.”’

Unequal wealth ‘traps the 
affluent . . . injustice to poor’ 


OTTAWA — Calling for 
“equitable distribution’ of 
goods as society’s goal, 
Canada’s Catholic bishops 
said that inequitable sharing 
is not only an injustice to the 
poor but ‘‘it traps the af- 
fluent in an endless spiral of 
earning and spending.”’ 


The bishops said that the 
problem is grounded in 
abuse of power and coercion 
of the weak on all levels and 
called on Canadian 
Christians to work for major 
tax reforms and new social 
policies. 


They suggested op- 
portunities exist now for 
social justice initiatives in 
public forums sponsored by 
parishes and _ inter-church 
groups. 


“THE BISHOPS them- 
selves must set the pace”’ in 
revising life-styles, making 
sure they relate to all sectors 
of society, they said. 


The Labor Day message 
said the formerly unques- 
tioned goal of ever-increas-, 
ing production and con- 
sumption is now widely rec- 
ognized as an “ambiguous 
goal.” 


“Rich nations,  cor- 
porations, groups, families 
and individuals will have to 
learn—or else be forced—to 
consume less and share 
more of this planet’s finite 
treasures,’’ the message 
added. 


THE BISHOPS declared 
that limited natural 
resources, environmental 
pollution, mounting civil 
unrest, violence and the 
“spreading malaise of 
Spirit” point to the urgent 


necessity for economic 
justice. 
While some _ persons 


subscribe to the ‘‘trickle- 
down”’ theory, arguing that 
the benefits of economic 
growth eventually will be

shared by all, ‘‘the evidence 
discredits the assumption.” 


The bishops further 
stated: 
“IN THE SEARCH for new 


social visions, Christians 
ought not to be the ones who 
drag their feet. If we do, we 
will have to recognize that 
we are implicated in social 
sin. 


“While it is true that 
social structures must be 
reformed, there is no easy 
shortcut; each citizen must 
also change. 


“Attitudes must. change;

Hollenweger takes a look at 
classical Holiness churches,

His distrust of the Roman 
Catholic Church, which he 
shares with many of the 
Pentecostal sects, is evident 


The second half of the book 
investigates the belief and 
practices of the Pen- 
tecostals. In general these 
can be described as fun- 
damental, with a heavy 
reliance on the Puritan ethic. 


The position of women in 
the movement seems to 
border on their becoming 
second class citizens in the 
Kingdom. 


Most libraries will want a 
copy of this book for their 
reference’ sections. It 
provides an excellent survey 
of modern Pentecostalism.
